To the Editor of THe Lamp: Being a reader of 
your interesting magazine entitled The Lamp I would 
appreciate very much for you to publish or give us 
a few pages every month in your magazine concerning 
the life of St. Josaphat of Polotsk, the Martyr and 
Patron of the Union. A few also of my friends would 
like to read his saintly life. 

Epitor’s Note: In response to this request we are 
glad to give below a translation of the Second Nocturn 
of the Roman Breviary for the Feast of St. Josephat, 
November 14th. 


THE LIFE OF ST. JOSAPHAT AS RELATED IN THE 
ROMAN BREVIARY 


Josaphat Kunzevyc was born of noble and Cath- 
olic parents at Volodymyr in Lithuania. When still a 
young boy he heard his mother speaking concerning 
the Passion of Christ and at that moment he received 
a wound in the heart from a dart issuing from the side 
of an image of Jesus Crucified. Thus | supernaturally 
inflamed with the love of God he began so to apply 
himself to prayer and other pious works that his older 
companions were filled with admiration by his ex- 
ample. At the age of 20 he made profession of the 
monastic rule among the cloistered sons of St. Basil 
in whose midst he made astonishing progress in 
evangelical perfection. He went barefoot during the 
coldest winter weather of that austere region; he never 
ate meat or drank wine except under obedience and by 
way of bodily mortification wore the roughest of hair 
shirts. The flower of chastity, which from his youth 
he vowed to the Virgin Mother of God, he ever kept 
inviolate. His fame for virtue and learning spread 
abroad so rapidly that even while he was a junior

member of the Community they made him superior of 
a Monastery at Bytenius. Not long after he became 
Archimandrite (or Abbot) at Vilna and finally Arch- 
bishop of Polotsk against his own will but by the 
eager and joyful acclamations of the Catholic people. 
Thus highly exalted nevertheless he omitted nothing 
of his former mode of life except that he took more 
deeply to heart the worship of God and the salvation 
of the flock entrusted to him. As a strenuous prop- 
agator of Catholic Unity and Truth he labored with al! 
his might to lead back the schismatics and heretics 
to communion with the See of blessed Peter. He 
never ceased to defend the Sovereign Pontiff and the 
plentitude of his power against the most impious 
calumnies of the wicked whether by sermons or writ- 
ings that were full of piety and learning. He vin- 
dicated his claim to episcopal jurisdiction and the tem- 
poral goods of the Church wrongly seized by the laity 
The number of heretics that he recalled into the bosom 
of Mother Church was almost beyond belief and that 
Josephat stood forth as the foremost promoter of the 
union of the Greek Church with the Latin Church is 
eloquently testified to by the declarations of the Sov- 
ereign Pontiffs. For this cause and in the erection of 
churches and convents for holy Virgins and in aid of 
other pious works he spent far beyond his income. 
So effusive was his generosity to the poor that when

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LETTERS FROM FRIENDS AND SUPPORTERS OF 
THE CHINESE BABIES 
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More and more we find ourselves 
weaving into our celebration of Chri:t- 
mas some of the old and very mean- 
ingful customs of ages past. Bring- 
ing in the boar’s head, rolling in the 
Yule log and the serenades of the 
waifs are all delightful features of the 
great festival which have come down 
to us from our English ancestors. These 
early ancestors of ours seem to have 
paid special attention to feasting on 
refreshments of the body. They seem 
to have been possessed of good ap- 
petites according to all records. The 
early Christmas feast certainly did not 
lack variety for: 


They served up salmon, venison and 
wild boars 
By hundreds and by dozens and by scores; 
Hogsheads of honey, kilderkins of mustard, 
Mutton and ftatted beeves and bacon ard swine, 
Herons and bitterns, peacocks, swan and bustard, 
Teal, mallard, pigeons, widgeons, and in fine 
Plum puddings, pancakes, apple pies and custard.” 


The boar’s head was the most important of all the 
Christmas dishes, and bringing the boar’s head was 
one of the most distinguishing events of the entire 
celebration. It was this dish which occupied the 
principal place of honor at the dinner. ll during the 
autumn months when the boar’s flesh was in the high- 
est state of perfection, hunters with well-trained packs 
of hounds set out to capture this ferocious animal. 
Many hounds as well as their masters were killed in 
the attempt, but the more savage the animal, the more 
difficult its capture, the louder the praise was sung in 
its honor on the day of the feast. All of the pomp 
and ceremony imaginable were in evidence on Christ- 
mas Day, when the great head, properly soused, was 
borne in on an immense silver salver by the old blue- 
coated serving man. Before 1 marched the 
trumpeters, followed t 





by the mummers. The most 
impressive part of the ceremony was when the head 
of the family laid his hand upon the salver contain- 
ing the “boar of atonement’ and solemnly swore to be 
faithful to his family and to fulfill all his obligations 
as an honorable man. The man who carved the boar 
must be of unquestioned integrity and untarnished 
honor. 

Since the ceremonial in connection with the -boar’s 
head seemed to belong to the masculine members of 
the family, the next part of the dinner was in special 
honor of the ladies. A peacock, usually with its head 
protruding from the crust and its tail likewise in 
evidence from the opposite side of the crust, came 
next. The bird was roasted and stuffed with a dress- 
ing made of herbs and spices. In a fitting manner 
the peacock was borne into the vast room by a lady. 





Some Observances of Buletide 


By Frank H. Sweet 











As many as sixteen different meats 
were often served at one Christmas 
dinner, and yet they lived to tell the 
tale. It certainly seems that the gas- 
tronomic attractions were a most es- 
sential feature of the Christmas cele- 
brations. 

Mince pie, which is quite as much 
of a Christmas requirement with us as 
with our ancestors, has an interesting 
religious symbolism; it was formed 
and baked in an oblong shape to repre- 
sent the manger in which the Christ 
Child was born. The meat was always 
mutton to represent the sheep the shep- 
herds watched on the first Christmas 
night. The spices in the. mince 
pie were the symbols of the frank- 
incense and myrrh of the Wise Men. 

Plum pudding is another national disn of England, 
which we likewise always associate with the Christ- 
mas dinner. Its origin was not of a religious nature, 
for it was first created during the reign of Charles II., 
when the celebration of the Yuletide was more in the 
nature of a frolic than a religious festival. 

Plum pudding is easily obtained in these modern 
imes from our corner grocer’s and yet, like every 
other dish of any importance, it is always better when 
prepared at home and served in the good old Eng- 
lish way. The following recipe is one which includes 
all the necessary ingredients to impart the real flavor 
of the original plum pudding— 

Mix the following ingredients in the order in which 
they are named and place them in a square of muslin 
which has been well floured: One and three-fourth 
cupfuis of flour, three-fourths of a cupful of stale 
bread crumbs, three-fourths of a cup of chopped 
seeded raisins, three-fourths of a cupful of chopped 
currants, three-fourths of a cupful of finely chopped 
suet, one and one-fourth cupful of sugar, one cupful 
of molasses, six tablespoonfuls of candied orange peel, 
one teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, one teaspoonful of 
mace, six eggs well beaten and two teaspoonfuls of 
salt. Tie the cloth securely and place the pudding in 
a kettle of boiling water. Let it cook for five hours. 
In tying the pudding be careful to leave some space, 
for it will swell; the pudding should be completely 
covered with boiling water. 

A hard sauce made of one cupful of the lightest 
brown sugar and two tablespoonfuls of butter well- 
creamed together is often served with the plum 
pudding.

CRUSADE OF PRAYER FOR MEXICO 


We ask the members of the Rosary League to enlist 
with one consent in a United Crusade of Prayer on 
behalf of the persecuted Church in unhappy Mexico. 
That country has already become an extension of the 
Red Reign of Anti-Christ in Russia.

We cannot invade Mexico 
with carnal weapons to fight for our brethren as we 
fought for the entente across seas during the World 
War, but we can employ spiritual weapons and prevail 
by the mighty power of prayer. Let us therefore 
appeal to God through Our Lady of the Atonemient 
to crush the enemies of Christ and to set the Mexican 
Church and the people of that unhappy land free from 
the thraldom of the ministers of Satan who now rule 
the country with a rod of iron and swords dripping 
with the blood of the innocent. Many glorious victories 
in the past have been achieved by the Faithful through 
the diligent use of the Rosary. Let us add yet an- 
other glorious triumph to the same wonderful instru- 
ment. The Feast of Our Lady of Victory is itself a 
direct result of the Rosaries that were recited by the 
Faithful of Catholic Europe on the eve of the Battle 
of Lepanto when the naval power of the Saracens 
was broken. A few years ago the Red Armies of 
Russia were rushing in triumph on to the Capital of 
Poland; nothing could withstand their onward sweep 
until upon the Feast of Our Lady’s Assumption all 
Poland had recourse to prayer and the recitation of 
the Rosary. Immediately, thereafter came a complete 
reversal of the fortunes of war and the Red Armies 
of Russia were driven back in crushing and disastrous 
lefeat across the border. 

We beg therefore the members of our Rosary 
League to unite in a Crusade of Prayer on behalf of 
our fellow Catholics in Mexico, reciting every day at 
least one decade of the Rosary for the complete col- 
lapse of Bolshevism in the land of the Aztecs. That 


a new government be soon established friendly to the 
Churct, and peace, prosperity and true freedom 
flourish in Mexico just as they do here in our own be- 
loved country.

Dom Bede Camm's Letter 

I have been asked to make an appeal to your readers 
on behalf of the Benedictine Nuns of Talacre, North 
Wales. They are in great need of a church which shall 
provide not only a choir for themselves, but also be a 
parish-church for the Catholics of the neighborhood. 

But they are very poor, and are still burdened with a 
- heavy debt on their property. They need £3,000 to build 
a church, in concrete, which will serve for the service of 
God. They cannot have their enclosure properly established 
till they have such a church. It is therefore for them a 
pressing need. 

They propose to build this church as a memorial to their 
late 

Abbess, Dame Scholastica Mary Ewart. 

She is surely worthy of such a memorial. Your readers 
will remember the wonderful story of the conversion of 
this Anglican community together with that of the monks 
of Caldey in 1913. They were then at a temporary home, 
St. Bride’s Abbey, Milford Haven. More than forty sis- 
ters then became Catholics. This was due mainly to the 
energy, zeal and faith of the Abbess: Not only did she 
most earnestly desire to Lecome a Catholic, but she brought

her whole community with her. And as the famous Frenc' 
writer, M. Rene Bazin, has recently shown in his wonderfu! 
book, “Fils de l’Eglise” (now being translated into Eng 
lish), she was mainly responsible by her influence and her 
prayers in bringing into the church the monks of Caldey 
Abbey. 
The Community of Talacre 

is a large and flourishing one (over 50 nuns) and is itself 
her best memorial. But I am sure that many Catholics 
will feel that it is a fitting thing that we should help her 
daughters to raise this memorial church, and thus enable 
them more worthily to carry out their sacrifice of praise 
and thanksgiving. 

It is a great privilege for me to take a part, however 
slight, in thus doing homage to the memory of one of the 
most remarkable women who has lived in this country for 
many generations. Abbess Scholastica recalled the great 
monastic figures of past ages; St. Hilda of Whitby, St 
Etheldreda of Ely seemed to live again in her. May God 
inspire many souls to come to the help of her daughters in 
their present difficulties.
